Chicago, Sept. 23.—Official hearing 
of the charge that the seat of William 
Ivoiinier in the 1 nited Slates senate 
was obtained through bribery and cor­ 
ruption began at Chicago. 
Long before the hour of meeting of 
the senators who are to act as judges 
all was in readiness for the drop of 
the gavel of the chairman of the in­ 
vestigating committee. 
With the exception of Senator Fra- 
*Jer of Tennessee, who it 
was 
an­ 
nounced, had left Chattanooga for Chi­ 
cago, and Senator Bulkeloy of Connec­ 
ticut, who telegraphed that he will 
be in th e city Sunday, all the princi­ 
pals in the inquiry were at the Con­ 
gress hotel early awaiting the sum­ 
mons to the presidential suite, where 
the inquiry is being held. 
Senator Lorimer, accompanied 
by 
Ins attorney, former Judge Elbridge 
Hanecy, was one of the first to arrive 
in Hie lobby. 
Jie was smiling as usual 
and seemed not in the least disturbed 
over what might be developed at the 
senatorial Inquisition. 
Soon after the arrival of Senator 
lorimer. Clifford W, Barnes, president

league, 
which sent to Washington charges that 
then- were “blots on the ’scutcheon” 
of Illinois' junior senator, reached the 
ccene.

ginian. went to stu d y at the

But Daucruft did no t eo usid« 
it necessary to refrain 
fro m jo ining 
th e fighting co rps und engaging 
in 
harm less 
enco unters. 
Indeed, there 
was plenty o f fighting 
material in 
him inherited fro m his pro genito rs 
and this was why his mo ther had o x 
acted 
the pro mise. 
Her father had 
been 
killed in a duel, 
o ne o f her 
bro thers thro ugh 
reckless expo sure 
in the civil war, 
w h ile ano ther had 
been 
sho t 
attem p tin g 
to defend a 
priso ner fro m a nmb.

o f death, striking so near her, caused 
her to bro o d and induced a fear that 
her o nly so n sh o uld fall thro ugh 
sim ilar cause. 


Bancro ft at H eidelberg 
pro ved so 
handy with all so rts o f 
weapo ns as 
to distance all co m petito rs save o ne 
a 
yo ung E n glish m an named Ho reut 
The tw o held the reco rd fo r being tlu 
best 
sw o rdsm en 
at 
the 
university, 
and 
there was a desire 
amo ng the 
students that 
they sho uld 
tight 
fo i 
the cham pio nship. 
W hen the term s o f the fight fo r the 
cham pio nship cam e to be arranged 
Ilo rcnt 
insisted o n certain 
inno va 
tto ns rendering the affair dangero us 
It 
was suspected by a few that 
In 
co nsidered Bancro ft the better swo rd» 
man and, judging him to l>e timid, 
wished to fo rce 
him to decline the 
co mbat. 
This wo uld give Ho reut the 
cham pio nship witho ut fighting fo r it 
o r risking to lo se It. 
H e wo uld then 
return to E ngland to enjo y his ho n 
o r s. 
W hether o r no th is w as his o bject, 
it was 
acco m plished. 
Bancro ft de­ 
clined to fight excep t under the rules 
fo r friendly co ntests. 
Ho reut accus­ 
ed him o f co wardice, and there was 
no w n o th in g fo r him to d«> but. dial 
h u g e the B ritisher to an "unpro tect­ 
ed” tight o r be cut by the members 
o f his co rps. 
He 
declined to fight 
either fo r the cham pio nship o r 
to 
vindicate his co urage, but he wro te 
his mo ther the facts and lK*gged her 
to release him. 
She declined to do 
so 
Besides, friends at ho me assur­ 
ed him that she was in a critical 
phy­ 
sical co nditio n, and if anything hap­ 
pened to him it wo uld kill her. 


Bancro ft neither cared to give his 
true reaso n fo r no t lighting no r be­ 
lieved that it wo uld be accepted. 
It 
wo uld have 
been accepted and 
he 
wo uld have been respected fo r it if lie 
co uld have satisfied the students o f 
its truth. 
In no co untry In the wo rld 
are parents mo re belo ved and respect­ 
ed tRan in Germany. 
Rut to co nvince 
a co uple o f tho u san d o f yo ung men 
that 
he was no t hiding 
behind his 
m o th er’s sk irts w as o u t o f the ques 
t Io n. 
So Bancro ft finished IiIr university 
career a cut 
man, tho u gh 
he 
was 
burning to meet his adversary. 
When 
he went ho me to Virginia, 
finding 
that 
t ho sto ry had preceded him and 
prejudiced so me peo ple against 
him, 
he went to the farther west and e n ­ 
caged in sheep raising. 
So o n after 
this his mo ther died. 
Several years passed One day B an ­ 
cro ft was (reading his way o n a path 
barely a fo o t wide aro und the side o f 
a precipice.

THE CAMERA OBSCURA. 


Fro m It W as Evo lved Our Mo dern P h o ­ 
to graphic Apparatus. 
T he cam era w as invented by an Ital­ 
ian nam ed Baptist« Po rta, tho ugh it 
w as no t at tirst used fo r pho to graph­ 
ing. 
It w as in reality merely a dark 
ro o m, into which th« * light was adm it­ 
ted thro ugh a little ro nml ho le tn o no 
side. 
T h e rays o f light co m ing fro m 
o bjects o utside o f this ro o m entered it 
thro ugh this aperture and made a pic­ 
ture o n the o ther side o f the ro o m 
g lo w in g In all tile beauty and co lo r o f 
nature itself, but rather Indistinct and 
upside do w n. 
T his dark ro o m 
w as co ntrived by 
Po rta abo ut the m iddle o f the sixteenth 
century. 
He 
Impro ved 
it 
Inter 
by 
placing a glass lens in the aperture 
and o utsid e a mirro r which received 
the rays o f light and reflected them 
thro ugh 
the lens so that 
the im age 
upo n 
the o ppo site 
wall 
within 
w as 
m ade 
much 
brighter, 
mo re distinct 
and in a natural o r <*reet po sitio n T his 
w as really th** 
first camera o hseura. an 
Invent io ti w hich ts enjo y « at to the pres­ 
ent day. 
N o w o ur mo dern pho to graphic cam 
era is m erely it sm all camera o bscurci 
in its sim plest fo rm, carrying a lens at 
o ne end mid a gro und glass screen at 
the o ther. 
It Is, ho w ever, o ften m uch 
mo re co m plicated in 1 Us co nstructio n.

o f Capital. 
In the w inter a .vo ting girl had died 
in Co rinth. 
So me tim e afterw ard her 
maid gathered to gether vario us* trin­ 
kets and playthings which (he girl had 
hived and bro ught them to the girl’s 
grave. 
There sh e placed them in n 
basket near the m o num ent and put a 
large sq uare tile ujio n the basket to 
prevent the wind fro m o verturning It. 
It happcucd that under the basket w as 
a ro o t o f an acanthu s plant. 
When 
spring cam e the acanthu s spro uted, 
but Us « hunts w ere nut able to pierce 
tin* basket, add acco rdingly they grew 
aro und it. having the basket In their 
midst 
Bm b o f the lo ng 
leaves a« 
grew up against the fo ur pro truding 
co rners o f the tile o n the to p o f the 
basket curled ro und under these co r 
tiers and fo rmed pretty vo lutes. 
K alllm aeho s, the sculpto r, walk lug 
that w ay o ne day. saw this ami lui 
m ediately co nceived the no tio n that the 
fo rm o f the basket w ith the plaque 
o n to p o f tf and surro unded by the 
leaves and stalks 
o f acanthu s wo uld 
be n co m ely beading fo r co lumn» in 
architecture. H e fro m this idea fo rmed 
the beautiful Co rinthian style o f eupl 
tul. 
Such, at least, is tin* sto ry as tin- 
architect Vitruvius to ld It 1,900 years 
ago .
